Diaf iti Den Institctb. — The Danville 
Tribune says a beautiful and substantial 
wrought iron fence has recently been com- 
pleted on the east front of the premises of the 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. It was 
put up by Messrs. Qaylord A Co., of Cincin- 
nati. The contract was made last spring a 
year, and of course the manufacturers must 
have lest money at the present prices of labor 
and material. But the contract w j scrupu- 
lously and faithfully fulfilled. This completes 
the irtirovements which have been under way 
for ten years or more at this institution. 
They have been slowly, economically, and 
faithfully executed, at an expense to the 
State liss than any similar public im- 
provement ia the Commonwealth. This in- 
stitution has now fifty acres of land, upon 
which are raised by the labor of the pupils 
•11 the vegetables used for the whole year, 
some portion of the meat, and all the cows 
and their produce, and the provender with 
which they are fed- The buildings of the in- 
stitution are four ia number. The raain 
building is a fine structure, four stories and a 
half high, ia the Italian style, and faces the 
east on Market street The school-house 
and chapel , aie in the Grecian architec- 
ture, Doric aid Ionic, and face the west 
•n Main ernes street — the whole embow- 
ered in beaa'iful shade- trees and surround- 
•d by shrubbery and flowers — a most pleas- 
ant retreat for the unfortunates for whom it 
has been provided, and who are invited from 
all parts of the State to csme to its asylatn for 
refuge from their hopeless and irredeemable 
ignorerce at borne. The war has reduced the 
number of pupils one third — still there were 
sixty pupils the last session.

The aconnnte from Germany show that the 
demand for United States Bonds has not, expe- 
rienced the slightest diminution. The par- 
cels brontrbt to London by the weekly steam- 
ers and transmitted to Frank'ortare absjroea 
as fast as they arrive, at prices which yield a 
good profit to the import*.-*. Each successive 
tall ee ems to be regarded by the existing hold- 
ers almost with gratifi /ation instead of dis- 
may, E.Ece they apparently entertain no doubt 
of ultimate payment in full, andcomeqiently 
c nf ; ccr that each decline simply enables 
tLem to increase their acquisition of secu- 
rities forced eff by the Americans at a tremen- 
dous sacrifice from the moment-try pressure cf 
ciicnms'ances. Tbey rely that the bonds arv 
inherently worth par, and he who invented 
at the pi ice ol 60 regards a decline of 40 but 
as an excellent opening to boy more, so as to 
make an avfra?e t rice of 50 for a holding 
which he feels convinced will in a molerate 
time bring bim back 100. In the present 
mood, therefore, of these investers, a tall to 
30 or 2<> would only be an increase of gold*n 
opi ortnnities. The fact that repudiation has 
ajiendv been revived in some of the wealth: st 
and moft iiftacctial ot the individual 
Uiates of the North appear not to have 
r< acted them, or to have reached thorn only 
tn be disregarded. The instance of the 
State of New York refusing to continue the 
pa> d: -u t of its dividends in specie was alarm- 
ing, bat as such payments at the time ot the 
creation of the debt were not, perhaps, actual- 
ly stipulated, but merely implied, the measure 
did not constitute an open violation of definite 
contracts. It is true that the New York State 
constitution forbade the introduction of a cur- 
rency like that ot greenbacks, andforeigu'pur- 
cbasers of New York bonds may complain 
that it has taken place; but if the New York 
holders cannot make anything of that point, 
it is of no use for others to argue it In Indi- 
ana and Pennsylvania the.prcceedings bars 
beea distinct, and no sophistry is attempt 
ed. Indiana declines to offer anything 
bat greenbscks for the dividends "which 
she expressly bound herself to pay to 
her foreign creditors in sterling, and 
Pennsylvania has characteristically given 
tbe sanction of law for the even-handed can- 
fiscaiion of the rights alike of her home and 
foreign creditors. Her debt was contracted 
acder a solemn enactment th it tho interest 
-bnuld be paid or its equivalent As it has 
always been her habit to do everything with 
i he Ecbt rnees and precision worthy of her 
origin, the now passes a law to declare that 
she will pay only in green lucks. Of coarse 
she eight with equal propriety, after having 
controcttd her dent under a stipulation to pay 
6 per cent interest pass a law that she will 
pny bo interest woatever. The latter perhaps 
will come Indue time, especially as whenever 
it comes if cannot lurther compromise the 
honor of tbe State. Annexed is an abstractor 
the piece of legislation, which, although it 
mny be regerded as irrelevant by Germ id 
in'esters, may help to confirm the caa'ion 
with which ia this country tho Federal obli- 
gations that depend upon the aggregate honor 
(if nil the individual States of the Union should 
be regarded. It may be admitted that on >nch 
poiats it would not be fair to the American 
people to cite Pennsylvania aa an average ex- 
ample, and it may also be admitted that the 
great n > jority of Americans themselves mani- 
fest a s u i re delusion that they will meet 
their national debt with honor and ease. But 
tbey have not yet felt its pre9fure. Aa fast as 
dividends hecoma payable, Germany and Hol- 
land eei d the each for the purpose. When 
this fupply shall fail, it is to be feared tha r , 
the proclivities of Pennsylvania and Indiana 
which are now simply pacsed over without 
conden nation, may then be looked at with 
direct approval. 

Here, whilo every ingenious device and even 
actual misrepresentation are resorted to for the 
purpose of depreciating tbe credit of onr coun- 
try, 'be London writer Is compelled to ac- 
knowledge the avidity with which our seau- 
rities are "absorbed aa fast as they arrive." 
There seems now to be no doubt that the ru 
mor is true as to a loan of one thousand mil- 
lions of dollars having beea offered to on 
country by German bankers, and it is said 
that Secretary Fessenden looks with favor up- 
on tbe acceptance of the offer. There was 
hasty legislation on the part of Pennsylvania 
when that State decided to pay its interest in 
legal ter der currency instead of specie, and 
New York fell into the same unhappy 
error. But no one doubts that ample repara- 
tion will be made when their State Legisla 
tures ngain convene, for we do not remember 
to have seen any attempt to excuse tbe prece- 
dent action. We cannot avoid a feeling of 
pride when we see what con fi lence is retained 
abroad as to the ability of our country to pay 
the enormous debt which the rebellion has 
rendered necessary. The London Times finds 
pleasure in prognosticating disaster to our 
finances and repudiation out and out, but the

CONSERVATIVE UNIOH NATIONAL CONVEN- 
TION AT CHICAGO. 

Fbllow-?itizbms: I have not the physical 
ability to make a speech of any length, nor 
have I at tbe present moment any deur? to do 
so I cannot, however, resist the impnl;e 
which impels me to say a few words in rela- 
tion, rot so ranch to tbe state of the country, 
»b to the prospects which are now before>.ns. 
I »m, ellow- itizens, in one eenseof the worl, 
a peace Bin. First I am for peace among our- 
selves. 1 did not come here and I do not stand 
br fore you tt> bs the advocate of any particu- 
lar party or man or class of men; or of aay 
candidate, though I have my decided prefer- 
ences. We are here as the advocates of peace 
and Union — first of all among those who real- 
ly are opposed to the present Administration. 
[Applause ] And then we are for a candidate 
for the Presidency wbo shall propose peace 
and Union to every section of our distracted 
country, [applause] upon the basis of the 
constitution. 

It does seem to us that the timo is at band 
when both the North aud the Sooth mast be 
conscious that tbey have beea awfully pol- 
ished for their political sloe — the Nor'h afford- 
ing material upon which the Sou'hern men 
could agitate their section and work them up 
to a stttte of rebellion, and tbe South for com- 
mitting that very offence when it was nnne- 
ceesaiy, for tbe pro'ec ion of ar.y right they 
bed. toe tper' from their allegiance to the Oon- 
stitutioF ot the United States. It seems to 
me, then 'ore, impcw-ible but that, the minds 
of the j'.-p'e, ho'.h North and Sauth, must 
now he inclined to peace, and must be pre- 
pared now to listen to the diett'es of reason; 
th.t the) r. nut thraw aside passion aad preju- 
dice and think only of their dtliverance 
f.om the calamities which beset bath sec- 
tiers ot cur beloved country. Oar consti- 
tu ion, every one of us must acknowledge, 
has been viola'.ed North and Santh We waat 
to res'ore that constitution. We want both 
Noitb ard Sonth to come back to the provis- 
ions of that consli'ution I don't think taat 
the men of the present age, North or Sooth, 
are more wise than those who formed that 
constitution; that the pwple o r eitber section 
can pcssiMy be bettered by making any other 
copfciitu: od, any other Union, or eny se pa- 
ra ion. Tf.is is the besis, virtually tbe plat- 
form, np"n which tbe association ta which I 
belong — I who have been a life-long Demo- 
crat— open which we wish to go before tae 
voters cf tbe country. But wo are met by 
some parties who wish ns to go further. What 
we wi b to do is to go for Union and peaco 
opon tbe basis of ihe constitution. [Applause ] 
I believe tbat it is attainable and p-acaptly *t- 
t&iDHhtle by tbe election of suitable men to 
tbe Pre.idency and Vice Presidency of 
the United States. But, say Boms, we are 
tor ftace anyhow — peace and separation if 
recea?»ry. Suppose yen are, is it any time 
to agita e a question of this kind? Are not 
every one of yon rather in favor of a restora- 
tion of 'hcUaion as it was under the consti- 
tution? I do not think there 13 a oeacj nil 
wittin the limits of the United S ates who 
wenlel oneplv avow that be does not prefer 'he 
reB'ort'it n of tbe Union as it was, with all its 
test ftl'.M-e, to peace with separation, with a 
pir-spect to ns and our posterity of a reaewil 
of this wor every generation. Taea why ;t3- 
roa'urely sgita'e any other issno than tha at- 
tempt to leetore our government uader the 
constitution as it is and the L'aion as it was? 
Ar d permit me to say tbat i h > - no m>rs 
denbt than that I stand here that the ours 1 of 
tbe man whom I prefer as President wo a d 
secure that end. He would say to the No.-th. 
"Yon nr. Bt obey jour constitution," and to 
the Sou-h, "Yon must submit to the constitu- 
tion; wten yon have done tbat you will be 
entitled to all the privileges yoa ever erjayed 
nidtr it; we do not wish you to be goveratd 
by soy v ice but j ocr own ; we rrpudiato co- 
urt ly tbe idea that the general government 
bas any right or power, through i r s Presi- 
dent or its Congress, or either, to restrict or 
prescribe your, poffraaes or aay how or by 
whr m jou shall be governed iu your State " 
Wnat is the republican givernmeat which 
the c ns'itntion of tbe Uuited Sta ee decla-es 
to be gat-ranteed to every State? Itisagor 
• rnn ei.t ai the people. When the peop'9 of the 
Sta e organ ze their ins'itu'ions, it is for th m 
ro declare who shall be voters It is not with 
in the}r viuce of the Congress of the United 
8t .top, or of the President of the United 
S'atee. to prescribe to this mae or tbat man or 
tbat class of men what shall be the oonduious 
uccn which tb- y shall be entitled to sufT.»ge. 
The cons itution ot tr>e United States knows 
no r.uch thing as United S'ates vote*s. In 
reterei ee to ibis question of peace* I look 
npon that matter with mors eexne;tn as aod 
more copctrn than any other that is involved 
in ihe present ctntroversy. I wish I could 
pot it with all tbe power of my thought and 
beyond the power of my speech to every peace 
man to r- fleet and ask himself what is the use 
cf agitating such a question as that wheu we 
have no ; ower to entry oat cor ideae. Here 
is an insuperable obstacle at Washington to 
doing an) ifcirg. We must displace thep>w- 
er, atd lot until then can we attempt to re- 
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It is known, gentlemen, that ths con«torva« 
tive committee to which I belontr, and of 
which I have the honor — and a great honor I 
esteem it — to be chairman, have already de- 
clared fbeir preference for the cvndidats for 
the Presidency of the United S ates We 
have believed f>r a long time p»s — and th it 
conviction has been forced npon ns more and 
more day by day — that the man who, beyond 
a°l otters, can unite all tbe conservative ele- 
ments of this country in cpoositiou to the 
present administration, is G»n. George B. 
McCjlel'an. [Tremendous and loud con'inued 
opplens", ending with three hearty cheers.] 
I may say, gentlemen, here, tbat I do not 
know George B. McOlellan. I bnve had not 
a particle of intercourse with him, verbal or 
written, from tbe fint to the la3*. I da not take 
np his cause for his own sake, but I think he 
can uni e a stronger force than any other 
man in this Union, and for that reasan I fa- 
vor his nomination. Most of you, gentleman, 
I have uo d ub', have watched tha progress 
of General McOlellan, and if he baa said or 
done one thing that has the tnint of disloyalty 
ta this government or this Cion I am mis- 
taken in Ihe man. I have traced his course 
throughout, and have found bim devoted to 
tbe in'erests of bis c-anntry.

About 10:30 A. M , Loomax's division of 
rehel cavalry was reinforced, and five brig- 
ades attacked our line one mile north of 
Daiksviile on tbe Winchester pike, and seven 
miles south of Martinsburg. The attack or 
the enemy was made with gallantry, but as 
gallantly repulsed. 

Although we bad only engaged a pnr'.ioa 
of tbe command, and tbe off '.'naive party had 
three in action to our one, having for a short 
time maintained the defensive to allow the 
enemy to develop his strength, we took the 
offensive and d:ove Loomax's whole division, 
it being seized with a panic, over the fields 
and through the woods past their rifle pits and 
rudely constructed breastworks, a distance of 
nearly five miles. 

Arriving at this point tbe enemy attempted 
to make a stand, opening a rapid fire from his 
artillery, and using bis whole cavalry force to 
prevent us from crossing Mill Creek, a small 
stream which crosses tbe pike and empties in- 
to the Opeqnan river. 

Tbe engagement in this locality was of 
short duration but nausually spirited. We 
charged the enemy with portions of Powell's 
and bhoemaker's brigades, and woald have 
taken his artillery had our men been able to 
get across the creek in the manner they .ad- 
vanced As it was the enemy partly escaped 
capture by tbe merest a«cideet, 

in the ac'ion in Western Virginia our cav- 
slry made a charge of great gallantry, under 
Lie at- Col. Cbas. Happarr, aad drove the en- 
emy, who was charging at tbe time. Having 
come upon the enemy's main (ore -8, we skir- 
mished during tbe rest of the day, and then 
f reared for other movements. 

When we were fighting Loomax's division 
Rhodtg moved down to attack with 18 pieces 
of artillery, but fell back daring the nigh*. 
The enemy left on tbe field quite a numher o: 
wounded, and many dead horses. Having 
passed over tne road by which tbe rebels re- 
treated we found the rebel loss very large 
compared wltb our own. 

Kknderino PaPSDx Impervious to Water. 
The following preparation for water-proofing 
paper intended for packages exposed to the 
wea'her is said to be recommended by Prof. 
Muschanip, of Wurtcmberg: Tako twenty four 
ounces of alum and four ounces of wnite soap 
and dissolve them in two pounds of water; into 
another vessel dissolve two ounces of gum- 
arabic and six ounces of gluo ia the same 
quantity of water as the former, aud add the 
two solutions together, which in now to be kept 
warm, and the paper intended to be made 
water-proof is dipped into it; pas ed b :tween 
rollers and dried, or without tha use of rollers, 
the paper may be su pended until it is perfectly 
dripped, and then dncd. Tbe alum, soap, 
glue, i.nd gum form a kind of artificial leather, 
which protects tho surface of tho papar from 
the action ot the water, aud also renders it 
■omowbat fire- proof. Merely to convort paper 
into artificial leather, this would be rather a 
complicated process compared with ths dipping 
of the paper in dilated oil of vitriol, and then 
washing it. immediately wi'h water and dr. inn; 
hot the Professor's method may perhaps render 
paj-er more impervious to water. 

Japan. — The intelligence last received from 
Japaa is regarded as much more favorable to 
the maintenance of peace with England, and 
to the removal of rmtrictions upon co umer- 
cial intercourse. The Prince of Satauma, 
who was foremost in supporting the exclusive 
policy of the central government, and most 
violent in opposing the concestiions of the 
Tycoon, is now said to be a couvert ta free- 
trade doctrines. The Prince of Nagato ap- 
pears to be Uie leader of the anti-foreign par 
ty at tbe present time, and the emplogment 
of a naval force to operate upon his forts ia 
tbe Straits of Simonosaki may bo found 
necessary. Should he be brought to terms 
little further opposition is anticipated.

Jisse's Gano Dispbrsed.— Te learn thst 
Jesse and his gceriila gang were routed on 
Saturday evening by Col. Buckley's men and 
seme veteran troops from Frankfort Jesse, 
when overtaken several miles north of Shel- 
by ville, drew np in lino of battle as our troops 
approached, but they dispersed as soon as our 
troops came up, ehowing more skill in run- 
ning than fighting. After a long chase, Ihoy 
again crmeto ahalt some fourmiles from La- 
Orange, and showed some little sign of fight; 
but, as orJr men charged, their courage failed, 
and a few shots scattered them In every direc- 
tion. One fquad, in their fright, ran over a 
large gate and posts of Mrs. Smith, 
which prostrated the whole to the 
ground. In their p<H-mell Sight tbey threw 
away runs, knapsacks, aud blankets, aud a 
number were horseless and batless. When 
our informant wrote, the Union troops were 
sconrir.g the conntry after tbe gung as they 
made their way back through Trimble toward 
Owen. We have no report of the kil'el, 
wounded, or prisoners. The Federal horses 
were much more jaded than those of the 
rebels, which gave the latter facilities for es- 
caping. Wo are earnestly in hop:s that we 
shall hear good reports from Colonels Buckhy 
and Craddock in a day or two. 

M BLABCHOLT AMD FATAL ACCIPKNT.— On 

Wednesday last a most distressing and fatal 
accident occurred in Palmyra, Missouri. Mr. 
Leonard Triplet!, an old and highly respecta- 
ble citixen, accompanied by his wife and infant 
child, was at Hanley and Metcalfs mill.where 
he was delivering a Jo. d of wheat. Going 
about the mill to look at the machinery, they 
arcended to the second story, when by some 
means the drees of Mrs. Triplett was caught by 
some part of the machinery. Mr. Triplett in- 
stantly gave the alarm, and then attempted to 
extricate his wife, when he was a'so caughtt 
His. Triplett was whirled round a shaft with 
great velocity, being held by the wire in her 
boois. Before she could be. extricated life 
was extinct. Her body was very much man- 
gled. Mr. Triplett barely escaped with bis 
life, having an arm badly crushed, and one or 
more ribs broken. It is extremely cijuacful if 
te recovers^ 

A rTREBIKDID IliOIAN ATTACK OBJ OMASA 

The c tizens ot Omaha, Nebraska, were thrown 
into much excitement on the 231 ult , by an 
'. rder from the military authorities requiring 
all shops, stores, and business houses to be 
cloeed till further notice. The occsslon of 
this orJer was the appearance of a body of 
Indians at a point twenty miles from the city, 
where they drove cfT two hundred head of 
cat, ic, aiid the known pretence of parties ot 
savages near Forest Ui'y. Twenty famil es 
om the eurrounding country had come into 
Omeha for safety. The Ooiaba Republican 
6ays the city "is in peril, aud that it is not 
cbitly from Indians the peril arises. There 
are other causes of alarm which give more 
concern." It does cot state what these other 
causes are. 

Indiab Tight im Iowa. — It is reported that 
on Wednesday of last week a party of twenty- 
five Sioux Indians attatked an encampment 
of Winnebagces near Ocawa, Monona county 
Iowa. Ten Winnebagoes and one Sioux In- 
dian were killed. The Omaha Republican of 
August 26 h, states that a guard was posted 
Bound Onawa on Wednesday night. Mount- 
ed set nts arrived at Onawa during the same 
night, bricging intelligence tbat 300 or 400 
Sioux bad erected the Missouri river near the 
Omaha Mission, ajd were then in Iowa. 
Whether they were in pursuit of the Winne- 
bagoes, or intent apon mischw to white set- 
tlers, is not known. 

iKjf-The Paris (Missouri! Mercary says that 
Monroe county is suffering a severe drouth. 
The grass is dried up, stock water is becom- 
ing ccarce, corn is being cnt short, tobacco is 
suffering, and altogether the farming interest 
is gloomy ia the extreme— indeed, the farm- 
ers of that section never bad so gloomy a 
prospect before them. In some parts of the 
county many crops will not yield a barrel to 
the acre. In fields in the vicinity of timber 
the eqnirrels are doing immense mischief. 

Eepcbtbd Attaok oh Fobt Smith — Tho 
Lawrence (Kansas) Tribune reports on the 
statement of a gentleman who had jujt ar- 
rived in that place from Arkansas, tbat a rebel 
force variously estimated at from ten to thirty 
thousand, was threatening Fort Smith. Tne 
rebels were encamped on the south side or the 
place. Our garrison there is three or four 
thousand men. Fort Smith is oa tho south 
side of the Arhansas river, near the western 
border of the S ate. 

CoBB-EtJt k Stock pos Papbr —In common 
with the rest of newspaper puotiehers, we are 
heavily ti,xed ia the matter of paper. That 
which formerly cost ua from ten to thirteen 
cen's a prund cow costs thirty cents, or near- 
ly three times the expense formerly incurred, 
and paper makers are quite iudependent at 
these prioaB. We do not propose ro enter into 
a discussion or tbe cansee which have led to 
this unparalleled advance, out merely paint 
out wbat seems to be one remedy for tbe pre> 
tnt state of affair*. It is well understo*i by 
this tine, among those most interested, that 
paper of all kinds k nown to commerce is now 
mede from corn-bu-ks. This is done in Aus- 
tria, and the Bon. Isaac Newton, ef the Agri- 
cultural Department, in Wash ing ton, b<s 
samples and a description of the process. We 
also have samp'es of not only the paper but of 
various other articles made from the refuse of 
the bnrks, or that which does, not enter into 
tbe composition of paper. Cloth is made from 
it, and stent and strong it is, too. Tha stela- 
t icons portion o! the husk is also save.d. o 
that from these items aloue great profit is de- 
rived. 

Tbe cost of manufacture is the principal 
point to be lookt d at. Tbe priae of tbe stock 
is ibe first item, and tbat of reducing it to an 
article of commerce the next The Illinois 
Farmer, an able periodical, published in the 
cer tre of the corn-growing region of tbe 
West, appends a note to a former article of 
ours on this subject, republished in the pap r 
aforesaid, in which the Kditor asserts that 
corn- busks can be sold for three cents per 
pound at a handsome profit to the former. 
Tbe proieea of preparing them i< thus de- 
scribed: 

' Our p'an is to pick or jark the com, pot it 
in tbe barn, and in bad weather or evenings 
butk it; spread the husks in tbe samn lo't to 
dry, and wh«n dry run them through a thr-»h- 
irg machine. A railway power with separa- 
tor Is the bt st for this use. When the cot a ia 
rut up and shocked, a good husker will save 
about one bnndred pounds per day of b jsks. 
Of conrse tbe cumber of buahels bulked will 
be much lees than when the husks are not 

BfcVrd." 

Tfce bosking can be easily accomplished by 
maebicer; it necessary, which w ju'd materi- 
ally reduce the cost, or enhance the profit, of 
the manufacturer. The husks are simply 
boiled in a solution of lime and soda, which 
'ites the fibrin, leaving it intact, t o this 
fire the paper stock is made, and the c-*t of 
mpnnfacture, it will he seen, is much lower 
than rags. It is not as a novelty that we 
would point ont the advantages which this 
stock bas to paper- makers, buv for the purpose 
of irducirg unemployed capital to emhark in 
it. Rag3 at ten to twelve centi a pound, ani 
r orr -busks at three cents, leave a wide margin 
for profit. What is to prrv nt cora-huik ps 
per frtm beirar put into tbemaiketby tons 
rext year? Now is the time to se?ure the 
tail uop ot hu.-ks. — S ientific American. . .

Tuesday last, twelve men or Capt. Fowkes's 
company of militia left Paris, Monroe const. 
Mo., to go to Middlfgrove to look after a cerl 
tain wounded prisoner that had been captured 
and left there in a previous scout Finding 
the prisoner not in a condition to be moved, 
the party returned to Madiroa and remained 
there all night. About 8 o'clock iu the morn- 
ing, while tbe little band were off their guard 
and scattered about town, two of their num- 
ber having left for their homes in the country, 
the rebel Frank Davis, with a band of soma 
fifty men, suddenly made his appearance in 
town. Nine of the militia hastily congre- 
gated at the house of Napoleon Tod, whilo 
hnother of their number managed to make his 
eacrpe. 

Davis's band commenced surrounding tho 
bouse, when sharp firing commenced be- 
tween the parties, which lasted for some time 
— the rebels taking shelter behind bouses. 
The militia, finding it impossible to contend 
against such overwhelming numbers, and the 
rebels having in trfe meantime surrounded 
the house, and all chance of escape cut off, at 
length surrendered as prisoners of war. Tkey 
gave up their arms and horaes to Davis, who 
immediately paroled them. He obtained 
from them eleven borees, cine gnns, aad 
eleven revolvers.

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J"The proclamation of Governor Bram- 
ble which we pnbllahed in the Journal of 
esterdaj was received the preceding night 
t too late an honr for comment.

A Fabrication Distbotkd.— Ths fiction 
eepectiDg the Hon. George S. Hillard, which 
atelj has been in every Republican's mouth, 
urns out to have been first published by the 
hiladelphia Press, whose fertility in etories 
f this c1s:b is somewhat notorious, the famous 
codward letter of General McClellan hav 
dr been extorted by one of these stories in 
he columns of the samo journal. Hore is the 
abrication in question, as the Press original- 
y set it afloat: 
Hon. George S. Hillard, a Democrat, who 
oted against Mr. Lincoln in I860, intends to 
ote for him in 1864. He was advertised to 
peak at a recent McClellan meeting, but did 
ot make his appearance on the stand. Hie 
reasors may be inferred from a remark he sob- 
eequently made to a friend. After cUimiag 
tc be etill a Democrat, and to differ from the 
present Ac ministration in certain respects, 
be added : "As the rebels went out under the 
present Administration, tfcey shall, by the 
grace of God, come back under ill I shall 
vote for Abraham Lincoln." These words 
will be echoed by thousands of Democrats 
who followed Douglas while he lived, and 
Bt ill cling to the imperishable principles of his 
stern patriotism. 

Our readers will remember perhaps that we 
positively contradicted this story tne other 
Iday. Substquently we noticed in the Boston 
Pest a like contradiction though somewhat 
leee poeitive, which has drawn from Mr. 
Hillard himself the following note: 
To the Editort of the Boston Pott: 

You are eubstantially correct in your com- 
ments upon the paragraph from the Philadel- 
phia Press, of Angnst IT b, which I never heard 
of till I saw it in your columns of this 
[morning. Ae you Bay, I never w . a Dem- 
ocrat, and never voted for Democratic 
electors of President in my life.

We are living in a. period of revolution. 
The old queetione have passed away; aud. 
thcugh the old names survive, they are names 
merely, and no longer symbols. I voted 
against Mr. Lincoln in 1860; so far the Phila- 
delphia Press is right I thought hie election 
would be a great misfortune to the country, 
and I have certainly eeen no reason to change 
that opinion. The Philadelphia Press is 
wroDg in saying that I intend to vote for Mr. 
Lincoln in 1864, as I think bis re-election 
would be an irreparable misfortune to the 
country. 

I was invited to epeak at the recent McClel- 
lan meeting in New York, and I sin told that 
I was advertieed ae one of the epsakers. I 
did not "make my appearance on the stand," 
bat my absence was not because of want of 
interest in the object for wbicb the meeting 
was called, for, as yon conjecture, I intend to 
act heartily with the Democratic party in striv- 
ing to elect General McClellan (supposing that 
be will be the nominee of the Chicago Con- 
vention) to succeed Mr. Lincoln. 

I never could have made to "a friend" the 
remark which the Philadelphia Press puts in- 
to my mouth. Never having been- a Demo- 
crat, I could not have "claimed" to be one 
etill; and never having for a moment thought 
of voting for Mr. Lincoln, I could not have 
expressed any 6uch purpose.

But tbcre is in the letter of Mr.'.Hillard a 
passage that rises above and reaches beyond 
the effice of mere personal correction. "As 
j on e»y," Mr. Hillard observes, "I never w»s 
a Democrat, and never voted for Democratic 
electors of President in my life. But the po 
Utical issues on which partiet were formerly 
.divided have become obsolete. We are living in 
I veriod of revolution. The old quettiont 
have patted away; and, though the old 
names survive, they are names merely, and 
no longer symbols." This language cornea 
from one of the brightest Btars of tha' 
iWhig galaxy of which Webster and Ohoate 
and Winthtop and Everett wore members. 
{The language is not merely patriotic but 
statesmanlike and philosophical. We accept 
it ae the iationalo of our own political action 
tin thie exigency; and wo respectfully coni- 
jmend it to the attention of those O.d-line 
Whigs, who, though almost persutded to act 
likewise, etill hesitate out of traditional re- 
pugnance to the Democratic party. This re- 
pugnance is natural. It is unavoidable. We 
confess that we share it. But it justly has 
nothing to do with the solemn issues of this 
day.

We are persuaded that no Old-line Whig, 
poseeceing the characteristic enlightenment 
and public spirit of a Whig, will allow tim- 
ed to be di. minuted by this repugnance.

Colonel Forney, the Editor of the 
Washington Chronicle, who bae carried his 
unquestioning support of the Administration 
to such a degree that he is in soma danger of 
going down toward posterity ae Colonol 
Fautney, ie nevertheless constrained to pay 
tbie tribute of praise to the Chicago platform : 
Whatever may bo said of ihat portion of 
the resolutions of the 'Chicago Convention 
which criticizes the Federal Administration, 
every patriot most be rejoiced to see that im- 
portant body, representing eo large a portion 
of tbe American people, eolemnly declare that 
the Union must be preserved. Mark the 
words in which' this determination is express- 
ed: "We will adhere, with unswerving fidel- 
ity, to the Union and the Constitution as the 
only solid foundation of our strength, secur- 
ity and happiness as a people, and, as tbe 
framework ot government, equally conducive 
to the welfare of all theStatee, both Northern 
and Southern."

A despatch from Gen. Alvin 0. Gil- 
!em, dated Bull's Gap, announces the surprise 
defeat, and death of John Morgan, at Green- 
ville, Tenneeeec, on Sunday morning, and 
tbe ctptnre of bie staff, with seventy other 
prieonere. Some distrust as to the authentic- 
ity of tbie despatch bas been caused because 
General Gillem is "unknown to fame." His 
name is, however, to be found in the official 
Aimy Register of the United States, as born 
in and nominated from Tennessee, a graduate 
of Weet Point, who entered the eervice as 
Brevet Second Lieutenant of the 1st artillery. 
July 1, 1854, and wae commissioned as As- 
sistant Quartermaster, with the rank of Cap- 
tain, July 12, 1861. Since then he bas 
been advanced to his position in the volun- 
teers lor meritorious services. We had adviceo 
sonedajs since that Morgan was in the victo- 
ry where he met his doom, preparing for a 
raid into his native State, but his command 
was not an imposing one, for he had lost 
pewerof imposing himself upon tbe rebels as 
a great commander. He was a dexterous 
ho'Sf-tbief, and a vigilaut "picker up of iu- 
coLBiderable trifles," but he never showed any 
qualities as a cemmander. He knew bow to 
dash agai-.st an inferior force by surprise, 
but when be met such resistance a* 
was offered to him by Col.- 0. H. Moore, at 
Tebbs's Bend, on the Green river, or Col. 
Sanson, at Lebanon, it bos always been found 
that hie large numerical superiority was of no 
avail agaicBt the steady and determined oppo- 
sition of a vastly inferior Federal force. John 
Morgan has met a traitor's doom; recreant to 
his country and parricide to his State, he has 
been made a prominent figure in this w^r 
more from the notices of tbe Union papers 
than his own achievements.

Whxelib's Raiders.— Despatches received 
in this city, late Sunday night, says the Nash- 
ville Union, state that General Rousseau had 
driven Wheeler across Duck river, capturing 
five hnndred horses and equipments. Rous- 
seau was still in pursuit of the flying foe. 

It is reported that Williams's and Robert- 
son's brigades occupied Leoanon on Friday, 
and that Major Austin, of the Texas Rangers, 
ordered the Cumberland University buildings 
to be burned, which was done. On Friday 
night the rebels moved toward Murfreesboro, 
and, on Saturday morning, were attacked by 
General Milroy, who kept up the fight all dij. 
Colonel Spaldicg's brigade was engaged in 
the fight, and encamped in Mnrfreesboro at 
night, the rebels beiDg about five miles off. 
On Sunday morning the rebels retreated in 
the direction of Triune, in Williamson coun- 
ty, General Milroy following and attacking 
them several times. In an attack at Triune, 
Colonel Eifurt, of tie 2d Kentucky cavalry, 
was killed. We lost ten in killed and wound- 
ed; the en°my'e loss is thought to be greater. 
The etrtngth of the enemy was estimated at 
3.C00, ardit was believed they were aiming to 
join Wheeler. 

General Milroy, having exhausted his am- 
munition, proceeded to Franklin, whence he 
moved to join General Rousseau. 

Colonel Dibrell was reported at Lebanon on 
Sunday, on his way to co operate with 
Wheeler. 

Hon. J. C. Walker, of Giles, arrived in 
Nashville on Msnday, from Columbia, where 
he has been holding court. He left Columbia 
in the morning, and reports that Wheeler en- 
camped Sunday night about six miles south- 
west of Columbia, and Rons|f an a few miles 
this side. Wheeler had torn up the railroad 
t:Bck at various places, but had succeeded in 
destroying no bridges or trestles. On the way 
to Nashville, Judge Walker beard that Cerro 
Gordo Williams, with his rebels, had just 
passed, cn their way to join Wheeler. 

KST The following letter, correcting a re- 
port published in the Journal on Mondty, is 
trcm an official source. The information 
upon which cur paragraph was based was ob 
rained frem what we deemed to be reliable 
authority. Our informant, we are led to be 
lieve, was mistaken, as he would not know- 
inply misrepresent the fac's. In the paragraph 
of Monday, the types uiaUe us say: "Wheeler 
is retreating Northward." It w>ws written 
'ScutLvi aid": 

Nashville, Tenn , Sept. 5 1864 

I see in the Journal of to- Jay a paragraph 
stating in substar.ee "that immense damage 
had b en done by Wheeler on the Chattanoo- 
ga Railroad; that on one Btretch of fifteen 
miles, itcludiDg every bridge, culvert, cross- 
tie and rail had been destroyed; and that 
Wheeler, as he retreats 'Northward,' employs 
one of bis divisiocs in destroying tbo 
ro&d," Ac. Now there is very little ot truth in 
all Ibis. Only one little bridge of about forty 
feet span has been. destroyed; aad at the four 
points where Wiieeler struck the road he his 
not deattojed ip ail more than thirteen or 
lourteen miles. Ail the br dges are protected 
by smell but very strong block houses, and 
Wheeler only succeeded in taking one of 
tbim, garrisoned by twenty-five men. This 
was at Bill Buckle. The block-house at 
Sitwait'e creek, twenty miles from here, was 
dtfiLelid by Lieut. O.r, of ihe 115ih Ohio, 
with thirty men, in the most gallant manner 
agaiLSt Wheeler's toices. Wheeler shelled 
the little fcrt several houre, and it was struck 
seventy four times with round shot and 
shell; but Orr held out till relieved, and pro- 
tected tie bridge. Another stockade at Lv 
vcrgne was defended by forty men of the 
same regiment, under Lieut. 11, lie. That 
stockade was erected to defend the depot aid 
water- tank, and w .< held against W heeler's 
whole force until relieved by Gen. Rousseau; 
and not only, tfcat but Eadie sent out a de- 
tachment ot three sharpshooters, who killod 
tvto of Whcelei's men, wounded several, and 
tock seven prisoners, one or two at a time. 
Nothing during the war has been more gal- 
lant ibnn the defence of these little forts, and 
Orr and Eadie, with their gallant little com- 
mands, ceterve the highest praise for tbeir 
plucky defence against such overwhelming 
odds. Gen. Rousseau drove Wheeler from the 
railroad at midnight on Tbnrsday night. 
Nearly all i he damage was done between three 
o'clock P. M. and midnight Gen. Rcusseau 
was in the eaddle and after Wheeler the mo- 
ment his whereabouts was certainly known, 
at d has been after him ever since. Up to lost 
nifeht, he bad killed and captured three hnn- 
dred of Wheeler's men, and five hundred of 
bis horses, with a loss in killed and wounded 
of less tban one hundred of bis own men. 
General Kelly, one of Wheeler's division 
eoHiinanderp, was mortally wounded, taken 
prisoner, and died at Franklin yesterday af 
ternoon. Another General (Haskell ) has been 
wounded and taken prisoner. The cars will 
run through to Chattanooga to-morrow night. 
Very little damage has b:en doue as yet to 
the Tennessee and Alabama Railroad, though 
some may be, as Cerro Gordo Williams Btruck 
it to day below Franklin, with about two 
thousand men, hotly pressed, however, by 
Milioy with his mounted Tennesseeans. I 
will let jou know how the thirgs progress as 
the news c omes in.

Abrist of H. H. Dcdd — The Indianap:Ls 
Sentinel of Monday says on Saturday last, 
Mr. U. H. Dodd, who arrived in that city the 
evening previous, was arrested by order of 
General Hovey, the military commandant of 
Indians, and confined in a military orison. 
It is understood tbat the family friends of Mr. 
Docd were permitted to make bim as com- 
torlabie as possible in the place of his impris- 
onment. The Sentinel is informed tbat the 
charge egainst Mr. Dodd is conspiracy against 
the Government, and, it is advised, he is iu 
addition restrained of his personal lioerty 
upon the ground that he is the leader or head 
of as otganiz ition numbering twenty thou 
sand men, and is therefore a very dangerous 
individual.

SHAKER SERMON No. 11. 

BY H. L. EADE3, SOUTH UNION, EINTCCKT, 
AUGUST 28, 1864. 

I fin well aware that I hare spoken some 
baid thirds, and even harsh things, but I am 
not conscious of having spoken anything bnt 
what is true; nor am I sensible of having 
uttered one word out of ill-will or ill-feeling 
toward any mortal, living or dead. All I 
have said or intend to say has been, and shall 
be, levelled at principle, not p3rson3; bat if 
persons holding principles which I se.m to 
asEi.il should feel it, as an advocate of simple 
truth, I Bee no way to avoid it. I would avoid 
it if I cou'.U. 

It is said that my blunt manner of speech h 
offensive to the refined tastes of the more cul- 
tivated part of the society ; if so, I must beg 
their charity, as I am but a "plain blunt 
man," and am not able to oonrey my ideas 
with that mellifluous euphony and oily sweet- 
ness to which some of you may have been 
accustomed to listen. To present truth, un- 
varnished, understandable truth, being my 
main object, 1 cannot take time to polish 
phrases, were I able to do ss, althougk 1 
should be happy to bo able to pleaw you. In- 
numerable fal3ehooda are covered by much 
learning and a finely wrought phraseology, o 
which Locke thus discourses: "All artificial 
and figurative applications of words that elo- 
quence bath invented are for nothing else bnt 
to insinuate wrong ideas, move the passions, 
and thereby mislead the judgment It is evi- 
dent bow much men love to deceive and be 
deceived, sices rhetoric, that poweifal instru- 
ment of error and deceit, hm its established 
professors. • • It is to fence against the en- 
tacglf meats of equivocal words and the great 
art of sophistry that lie in them, that dis- 
tinctions have been multiplied, and their us? 
thought so necessary. * • Bat it is not the 
right way to knowledge to hunt after and fit) 
the head with abundance of artificial and 
scholastic distinction. * * For in things 
crumbled into dust, it is in vain to affect or 
pretend order, or expect clearness. • • * 
Words being intended for signs of my ideas to 
make them known to others, it is plain cheat 
and abuse when I make them stand some- 
times for oue thing, and sometimes for an- 
other; the wilful doing whereof, can be im- 
puted to nothing but great folly or greater 
dishonesty. * » » They who would ad- 
vance in knowledge, and not deSeive them- 
selves with a little articulated air, should lay 
down this as a fundamental rule: not to take 
words for thing*, nor suppose them to stand f jr 
real entities, till they frame some clear and 
distinct ideas of those entities. * » When 
men have clear conceptions, they oan, if they 
are ever to obstrnse aid abstracted, explain 
them, and the terms they use for them. If 
they cannot give us the ideas their words stand 
for, it is clear they have none " 

It seems to me that nothing can be more 
true than these words of the pious philoso- 
pher. Who has not noticed in forensic de- 
bates, where the opposing parties were of 
equal intellectual endowment, that by their 
eloquence or rhetorical flourish of words they 
would in turn carry the minds of the audi- 
ence from tide to side like a leaf tossed in the 
wind; and' not unfrequently so conceal the 
truth as to entirely exculpate the wicked and 
punieh the innocent. "Crucify him, crncify 
him." It is equally disastrous in theological 
or religious controversy, even when both 
parties conscientiously believe they are de 
Ending the true faith; but some have even 
gene so far In their blind zsal as to think tt 
justifiable even to tell wilful falsehoods in de- 
fence of the faith; forgetting that "God does 
not require men to misuse their faculties for 
Him, nor to lie to others or themselves for His 
cake." To see the truth of this, it is only 
necessary to listen to the debates and dis- 
courses of the advocates of thousand different 
creeds; and when you take up their book* 
and aaalvze the sentences and give to their 
words a fixed and determined signification, 
you will fi~d them to cross their tracks as 
often as Reynard does when pursued b.j 
the hunter. Hence, as he says, it is a cheat 
and abase, when in the same discourse wo 
make a word have two different meanings in 
order to carry a point. Wherefore all men 
should adopt his fundamental rule, not to 
take words for entities uutil we have clear 
ideas of tbe entities themsolves. This rule 
being adopted, any one can give the ideas 
their words stand for. But this is not ad- 
hered to by the professing world; thsy have 
their creed— the creed must be supported at 
every hazard — and each sect commences tor- 
luring what they claim to be God's word into 
its support, until there is no end to their inter- 
minable zig-zsgging and abuse of their mother 
tongue. They write books, and when they 
find thiir own doctrines do not harmonizj, 
they straightway tell you not to serutinize its 
parts, but to look at the spirit of it, get the 
general drift, and tike it as a whole— that is, 
swallow truth and falsehood all together. A 
late Rev. author of New York City has writ 
ten a large book to prove that God was in 
Christ and out of himself, and that God was 
cuteide of the visible univorse, "operating on 
the chain of cause and effect," as it were, 
rolling up planets and tossiag them around 
like the Echool-boy does his ball! And stilt 
this same author adheres to the idea of the 
Infinity and omnipresence of Drity (I) and 
wishes you to look at his book as a whole, ja9> 
as though the whole were not made of parts.' 
If the parts will not connect and hang to- 
gether, the whole will not. If wo can't de- 
pend u;>on the parts that mike the whole, how 
can we depend upon the whole? It is the 
very pith and essence of weakness or dishon- 
esty to try to cover up falsehood in 'this way. 
What, then, is to be done, you will ask, see- 
ing there are no perfect books? I answer, 
take enly the good parts, such as will coa- 
nect, and make a craft of that, as bir yon 
can. Tbe inadhesive pirts and unsound 
planks and timbers are of no advantage to the 
bark. Let me illustrate: 

I engage a man to build for me a ship in 
which I exppct to cross the ocean. He build 
it, finishes it off with a handsome exterior. I 
send a scientific man to examine it to see if i 
is sea- worthy ; when he arrives and wishes to 
look at its parts, the mechanic.knowing there 
are faulty pieces or joints, says, you must not 
examine its parts, but take it as a whole. ThU 
man would bejust as consistent as the one 
who would ask von to take his book as a 
whole without examining its parts. It would 
be the duty of the man sent to ex»miie to 
know that all the timbers were sound and well 
put toguber even though he had to cu- 
through the paint and varnish for that par- 
pose; else I could not trust myself aboard fol 
thejonrnry. If rotten timbers were found 
they would have to betaken out, and sound 
ones replaced, and all unnecessary pieces re- 
moved; then I could trust the whole ship be- 
cause tbe parts were good. I should consider 
myself as dishonest as the ship -builder, wen; 
I to advise any of you to-take my discourse, 
as a whole without scrutinizing their par:s, 



and if one part conflict with another part set 
it aaide'as worthless. 

I was early taught to cultivate ft veneration 
and love for truth, more than love for my 
mother; so that now I feel in a measure indif- 
ferent to any position, however pleasing and 
plausible it may appear, which admits of » 
doubt. Perhaps I am ultra; if o, it is consol- 
ing to know that such uUrsisre carnot have a 
very dangerous tendency. In my humble 
opinion it would be well it this w^re the coa- 
dition of each one of you— all tho while feel- 
ing within yourselves— 

If 1 am right thy grace impart, 
Mill In the right to stay; 

If 1 am wrong. O teach my heart, 
To And that batter way. 

I have tLus far endeavored to keep my prom 
lee to you in the beginning; to use the same 
word stefdily to represent the sameidsaor ob- 
ject, so that j on may not be misled in respeot 
to my poeitian. I had much rather hare you 
walk c-ffoffended at truths bluntly uttered than 
to please yon with false rhetoric and have the 
panegvric of a ta' en ted, learned, and eloquent 
speaker. Alae! for poof humanity. It is pain- 
folly evident that some do not wish to he^r the 
plain truth uttered, because it comes as a two- 
edged ewor J, not only into their false systems 
bnt also against their carnal and uigodly lives. 
Such ones prefer the pleasures of sense to their 
union with God, or the "spirits of just men 
made perfect," to whom tho words of the Apos- 
tle Paul will apply, thoy are "more the lovers 
of pleasure than the lovers ol God, having the 
form ol Godliness but denying the power."— 
2 Tim. Hi: 4. They even fearfully fill thepo. 
et's picture: 

Now conscience chills them and now passion burns. 

And atheism and religion tako their tarns ; 

Are very heathens In the tarsal part, 

Yet still are good sound Christians at tho neorf. ( :} 

But knowing, as I do, that su«h Christians 
so called, will not yield their false positions 
as long as they ean £ ad in Holy Writ one 
prop to sustain them, I must return to the 
further elucidation ot the Scriptures, and show 
up some of the inconsistencies and incongru- 
ities of their teachers. 

First— It is Eaid that Christ is declared to be 
"the resurrection and the life," and if Ann 
Lee has manifested hia second coming is she 
also the resurrection and the life? Most cer- 
tainly; and so are all who arc resurrected by 
coming into and liviDg the life of Christ. To 
come into the resurrection, is to come into the 
life of Christ To be resurrected is to be raised 
from spiritual death into spiritual life. To 
come then into Cbrist in his second appearing 
is a resurrection as eS actual as it was la his 
first appearing. 

Second— I am asked if Cbrist did not have 
an advent in the Adamic dispensation through 
Setb, Enccb, and Noah, and in the Liw dis- 
pensation through Abraham, Hoses, and Josh 
na, and afterwards through Jesus? I reply: 
If Christ was a pre-existent spirit, and did 
make those advents, what consistency isthsre 
in ralliDg the one through Jesus his first ap- 
pearing. 

The simple truth is this: Christ is not a 
foreign spirit, but the "Lord's Anointed;" 
hence all those anointed persons before 
Jesus were Christs in a typical sense, or the 
Leid's anointed for the day and dispensation 
in which they lived. Jesus was pre-eminent- 
ly the Christ, because he was anointed and 
appointed to lead in tho work of the regenera- 
tion and salvation of the human race. The 
anointed Jecus was the first, the anointed 
Ann the second appearing of Christ, as I ful- 
ly explained to you in my last discourse. 
Other anointed persons follow them in Christ's 
church indued or clothed with the same pow- 
ers with which they were vested. 

Third— When Christ was about to leave tho 
earth, be said to his disciples: "Yet a little 
while and the world seeth me no more, but 
ye see me."— John xiv: 19. I am asked if 
the rr-n Jesus was the Christ, bow is it that 
ne could be seen by His disciples and not by 
the world? I answer: The disciples them- 
selves taw tbe person of Jesns for some time 
before they saw the Christ; that is, before 
they saw that he was the Lord's anointed. 
S-eing the exterior, and comprehending the 
character, mission, or offica, are very distinct 
— eo that there were a great many world 
lings in that day, who were even conversant 
with Jesus, who saw that he was the Christ; 
tbey saw only the carpenter's Eon, while the 
enlightened saw more — they also could per- 
ceive tl at he was the Lord's anointed or 
Christ So it ever will be. 

Fourth— I am asked, if there might not 
have been an element or essence from God 
contained in the person of Jesus, otherwise 
called the blood of Cbrist, which we must 
drink in order to have his life inns? M ;y 
not this havo been the Christ which the dis- 
ciples saw, that the world conld not see? 

I answer, not at all: l3t. This element 
would ht»ve to be an entity — an intelligent 
something, commissioned of God for a spscial 
purpoie before it could be called Christ. 21. 
If it wete such entity, he must be subdivided 
for all to drink or swallow him(!) and this 
would destroy tho entity. Nay, nay. An el- 
ement is a constituent principle, not an intel 
ligenco. There is no mystery about drinking 
the blood of Christ; he tells you it is his word 
and doctrine yen- must imbibe. "The flish 
profitetb nothing," &c. The element which 
the disciples saw was this. It was his ele- 
ment to do his "Father's will and not his own 
— axd we must drink in this same element or 
else not have his life in us — live his life "The 
blood is the life thereof." 

1 have now analjzed and explained all the 
texts of scripture that have been presented te 
my notice which are claimed and supposed to 
be declatative of the Deity ana pre-existeace 
of Cbrist; and it must be seen, that, by a fair 
and riUional construction, they not only fall 
to yield it any support, but absolutely deny 
snch bj potheeis. I must now show you a few 
ont of a great many absurdities that professors 
have been led into by striving to support this 
false dogma, after which I will quote a few 
texts out of some three thousand that declare 
the ttue idea that tbe Anointed Man Josus 
was the Christ, and that he was not the Sa 
preme, but simply the Son of God by regen- 
eration. There are more than three thousand 
texts, plain and unequivocal, which support 
the true idea, and cannot be otherwise con- 
strued ; nor can they be tortured into the sup- 
tort of the Supreme Deity and pre-existcnce 
of the Son of God. But- 
First. The absurdities. And yet I dislike to 
f numerate even a very email portion of them, 
'est I might be censored for insincerity, even 
to mention thtm ; they are so glaringly in 
consistent and puerile. They aro driven to 
such extremely absurd conclusions as these, 
viz: Tbet Jesus was the Son of God aid al;o 
tbe Father of God! That he was not only 
the Son and Father, bat "he was very God of 
very God!" That he was Father and Son at 
tbe came time, and whilst he was both the 
Faiher and Son, he was his own Father, mak- 
ing God his grandfather I That infinite as he 
was, he humbled and contracted his being to 
tbe germ of an embryo infant, and was after- 
wards born of a virgin; and yet, the mother 
of Jecovuh had to make the usual offerings 
for nncleanness and remain without the ap- 
pointed lime for purificatien for bringing her 
own Maker into the world! ard also thatshe 
remained a virgin thereafter! That God grew 
np frcm an infant of a span to five feet ten 
and then permitted some wicked men to kil 
bin:, and then make this murder a necessary 
link in the redemption of man I Thus the 
olous Watts has it — 

"God the mighty Muker died.'' 

The onirerse of course left without a God 
while he was dead; bnt how he was resusci- 
tated we are not explicitly informed. Of 
course the least creature of life was of more 
farce and value than a dead God. All this 
(and even this is not a tithe of what might be 
said) is rot only childish, heathenish, and lu- 
dicrous, but it is extremely ridiculous. 

In relation to Christ as the Son, th»y are 
'qual'.y unfortunate. They assert that Jean* 
Christ was of the lineage of Dtvid, and that he 
existed before David himself! That Christ was 
tte "second Adam," but existed before the first 
Adam; consequently tbe second wm the first! 
I will only odd, in this connection, as I have 
heretofore said, that the pre existent tb.s-.ry 
destroys all the types of Christ, claimed to be 
euoh by professing Christians; from the fac. 



thit he existed prior to them. It will not 
help the matter to say he existed before them 
as God, and subsequently as the Son of God; 
for it is asserted he was all the time God; be- 
sides, if be w»s ever the supreme infinite God, 
he conld not at any time be anything less. 
Such sub: f rfuge would only, if possible, still 
the more confuse-ond complicate tho dootrine. 
It would be adding mystery to mvstery, and 
mike con uaion mere confounded to the end 
of the eh- pter. 

Ntiy, my friends, all this kind of Bime, or, 
I should eay, nonseDse, is of heathen origin, 
and has been introduced since tbe falling 
away of the first Ohristian church, and from 
'his source mystery on mjstery has been in- 
troduced and adopted by the priesthood, uu- 
til neither the learned nor the unlewned can 
understand or expound the faith of their own 
churches. 

I shall yet prove what I have asserted to- 
day by reference to the fathers themselves and 
acknowledged history, and thus remove your 
esndy foundation that you may have the op- 
portunity to build on the impregnable rock of 
irnth. 

I must cow introduce to your notice some 
few of the texts declarative of tbe simple and 
easily-understood truth that the anointed man 
Jesus was the Christ, and to whom no idea of 
pre-existence can consistently be applied: 

First — "Jesus saith to his disciples, whom do 
men say that I, the son of man am? They an- 
swer, some say John the Baptist, some say 
Elias," & "He saith uato them whom say 
ye that I am?" [/, the son of man, am]! 
"Simon Peter answered and said, Tbonarttbe 
Christ, tte Son of the living God." Jesus re- 
plied: "Blessed art thon, Simon B&rjona; for 
fkeh and blood hath not revealed it unto thee 
[ hat I, Jesus, am the Christ], but my Father 
which is in heaven'' [hathdoneit] —Matt, xvi: 
13. IT. 

It will be observed that Jesus was careful to 
call himself tbe son of man, it would seem, in 
•rdcr to prevent a misunderstanding. Again: 
Tbe high priest asked, "Art than the Canst 
the Son of the Blessed? Jesusanswerei and 
said, I am" ['he Christ]. Did Jeeus speak the 
truth or not? 

Second — "0 fools and slow of heart to be- 
lieve all that the Prophets have spoken! 
Ought not Christ to have suffered these things 
and enter into his glory?"— Luke xxiv: 26, 6(i 
It is only necessary to observe it was Christ 
that suffered — the anointed man Jesus. 

Thizd — "The woman saith unto him, 
I know Messias cometh, which is called 
Cbrist. Jesus saith nnto her: I that 
speaketh nnto thoe, am be" [am the 
Cfcris ]. Could there be any words in 
the Etglish language more to tho 
point?— less ambiguous? Jesns, the man, was 
speaking, and says to her: "I am he, the 
Christ or Meseias you are expec'ing to come." 
Ho did not say, a pre-existent foreign spirit 
in bim was the Christ; but I, the speaker, atn 
he.— Jobn iv: 20, and v. 42. The Samaritans 
said: "We have heard him ourselves, and 
know tbat this is indeed the Christ, tbe 
Savionr of the world." Also: "Hath no', the 
Sctipture said that Canst cometh of the seed 
of David and out of the town of Bsthlehem 
where David was."— John vii: 45. "We be- 
lieve and are Bure thou (Jesa?) art the Christ, 
the son of the living God."— John vi: 69. 
"Bnt these things are written that ye might 
believe tbat Jeeus is- the Christ, the en a of 
God."— Jobn xx: 31. "Who is a liar bat he 
that denieth that Jesns is the Christ"— I John 
ii: 22. Now any man, professor or profan?, 
who pretends to believe the Scripture?, with 
these plain declarations before him, that the 
man Jeeus is tbe Christ, who etill clings to 
pre-existcnce, must either be very weak or 
very dishonest — every oue knows that 
tbe man Jtvua did not pre-exist Tne 
son of Mary bad no existence previous to his 
birth; a.-d this man Jesus is declared emphati- 
cally to be tbe very Christ that was promised. 
So void of mystery is this subject that "he that 
runs may read, and though a fool, he need net 
err therein." But more: 

Fourth — "God hath sworn with an oath [to 
David] that of tho fruit of his loins, according 
to the flesh, he would ratie up Christ." — Acts 
ii: 30. The question is, did God swear the 
truth or a lie? Do any of you know what is 
meant by coming from the loins of a progeni- 
tor according to the flesh? If you don't, I 
would advise you to go home and ask your 
mother. When ♦on learn, you m^y then 
knew bow Cbrist came from tho loins of 
David, for God not only said, bat swore with 
an oath that Christ should so coma. What 
greater pr.iss could the Almighty himself have 
taken than did the spirit through the inspired 
one to prevent our being ensnared with the 
lying Ecbemesof Antichrist, and made to dis- 
believe these plain and positive declarati on 
of Holy Writ 

Fifth— "Therefore lot all tbe house of Israel 
know assuredly that God hath made (as he 
had sworn to do) this same Jesus whom ye 
have crucified, both Lord and Christ." Tne 
Apostle Paul alleges "that this Jesus whom 
I preach nnto you is Christ." — Acts xrii: 
3. And he further mightily convinced tbe 
Jews, and that publicly shewing by the scrip 
tures, (i e. the old Testament) that Jesus was 
the Christ.— Acts xviii: 28. 

Thus, I see not how you can avoid a?ra> 
ing that I have demonstrated from every reli- 
able source of history, reason, and revelation, 
the truth of tbe proposition that Oarist signi- 
fies the anointed, and that the man Josas was 
that anointed, and therefore tbe Christ 
which man conld not be the Supreme' 
nor one-third of the Supreme; nor could be 
bave pre-existed before the m >u came into 
being; cor was he the Christ only prospec 
lively until he was commissioned, anotuted, 
and appointed for the special purpose of 
opening the way of salvation and redemption 
to a lest w'Srld, which appointment did not 
take p'8ce previous to the baptism of John 

But this man Jesus was the Christ of wh om 
the prophets prophesied and "angels sing," 
that was to come; but he was no high created 
being from the "pleroma" or "Carist-sphere" 
of high created intelligences which some have 
imngined, and palmed on the world. Bat, 
thus swallowing one mystery as a truth, open- 
ed the way for another, and another, and in 
this way were all the host of masteries sad- 
dled upon the church and sectarian world; as 
history, both sacred av d profane, plainly in- 
dicates, a eniall poition of which I shall here- 
after notice. 

Not being able to detect a shadow of the 
false tbtory in the scriptures, its origin must 
be locked for elsewbeic; and if there are any 
who jet remHin unconvinced of its falsity, 
if you will follow me a whiie longer, I trust I 
thall be abie to satisfy your most minute iu- 
quiri?s; as I expect to present nothing but 
what is true, and the common capacity can 
understand and fathom. 

There never was anything done, either mi- 
raculously or otherwise, but what there was a 
way in which it was done; and when the wiy 
is ascertained, the miracle ceases. The process 
of salvation is no longer a miracle btcause the 
way to obtain it baa been atccrtaiued. Tae 
first mortal man like ourselves who ascer- 
tained it, and was succesefal in its accomplish- 
ment, solved the problem and showed that it 
was possible for all men; and the first mortal 
weman who was successful, solved ttu prob- 
lem and showed that it was possible for all 
womtn. The Apostle Paul said: It behoved 
Ghri3t to be made in all things like unto his 
brethren — Heb. ii, 17. Who believes this? 
I ask not the simple or foolish, but men ot 
deepest thoughts and moat critical acumen- 
Stick a pin down here— "wait in ALL things 
like his brethren." Acknowledge this tone 
true, we only need to know how the brethren 
are made in order to know how Christ 
w83 made. What we know of the former 
we know of the latter. There'3 no eeling out 
of ibis noose. Yon can't say two wa'ches are 
mode alike in all respects if one is made of 
gold and the other of brass. Again : he was 
"tempted in all points— not some points only, 
hut in ill feints as we are." Now, then, it 
we know how we are trmpted, we also know 
now he wjs tempted. He resisted and over- 
come tbe tempter, and we, in order to con 
ir-ae like bim, mn9t also resiet and overcome 
he tempter, or else be excludtd from bis pie'- 
»nce. T'uis is the legitimate caaclasiya. If 



no mere mortal lite ourselves had accom- 
plished the work of 'heir salvation to a suc- 
cessful isEue, the way would still be the great 
unriddled problem of tbe world, and the fact 
of its being done among the enigmas, mys'e- 
rics, and improbabilities, if not the impossi- 
bilities, to the human rase. We then might, 
in sad reality, 

Make dust of [onrT pare*, and with rainy eyes 
Write sorrow on tbe bosom ot ihe earth. 

But thanks to God this is not the cate; the 
way bas b»cn learned and the thing has b^er 
accomplished. Jesus was the first man and 
Ann the fitst woman who was successful; 
thus we have an example and are l J t without 
excuse. Tbey solvtd this problem for the hu- 
man race, and in this respect "the mystery of 
Gcd is finished." Amen, "it is finished." 
Still let me add a word more before I close. 
God will not save the soul of any one of you, 
nor that of any being, in a mysterious way. 
He has no "underground railroad" — no "dark 
lanterns." The way— the plan— the process 
that has saved my eoul, or will save any son!, 
is the plan that will save all souls. The way 
—the plan— the process that will damn any 
one scul, will damn any sonl; consequently 
there is only one way to be saved, aad only 
or e wsiy to be damned, and both are compris- 
ed in two words, viz: obedience disobedience. 
Jesus Cbrist was himself saved by obedience 
to God; whi'e disobedience would have damn- 
ed him, just the same as it will any one o' 
yen. Do you say Gad does not speak to you? 
Simple creature ! You might j u jt as well say 
ycu have no conscience! To obey Gj4 in 
the conscience, where you are, is the first 
step in tbe right direction; and if persisted ia 
faithfully, it will lead yon to Christ's church 
or body, where alone full redernptiou is at- 
tainable, for "thifh?r will the eagles be gath- 
ered together." — Luke xvii: 37 — where you 
will be thankful to yield your spirit to the 
guidance of tbe more advanced in spiritual 
truth, juet as you would the intellect, to the 
guidance of a superior intellect when in pur- 
suit of scientific truth. God speaks to you 
frequently by agency— bat at all times does 
be speak to you internally through tbe con- 
science. But alas I it is too Beldom regarded. 
"How long, saith God, will the scorner de- 
light in his scorniag, and foals hate know- 
ledge?" 

"Tnrn ye at my reproo', behold I will pour 
out my spirit upon you, and make known my 
words nnto you: I have called and ye have 
refused. I have stretched out my hand and 
no man regarded; but ye kive set at naught 
all my counsel and would none of my reproof.' ' 
— Pr. i : 22, 2«. "But ye are they that forsake 
tbe Lord. * * Therefore will I number 
ye to the sword, and ye shall all bow down to 
tho slaughter; because when I called ye did 
notasener; when I spake ye did not bear, bnt 
did evil before mine eyes, and did choose that 
wherein I delitthteduot."— Isa. nxv: 12. Thus 
God pleads, promises, threatens every dav, 
but you disobey. Therefore, let no one say 
that Gcd does not plead witk them in every 
act of their life, when to hearken and obey 
would be the very salvation that Christ 
gained. But to disobey is to bring upon them- 
selves the very damnation which he escaped 
0 then, bb ycu desire your union with God, 
or hope for heaven or to escape the penalty of 
the wicked, hearken to his kind, affectionate, 
and parental voice: "Come unto me all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest. Take my yoke upon you and learn 
of me; for I em meek and lowly of heart, and 
ye shall find rest to your souls."

The guerillas 
ssy all «eeerters are their friends, and they 
tcek an oath that tbey won dkill four Union 
men for Lim ; and also say tbey will kill four 
for every rebel shot by the Federals, or Yanks, 
as they call them,

himself v.-ry efficient as Superintendent of 
the fortifications of Louisville, was yesterday, 
by order of Col. Sim t son, Caief of Engineer?, 
relieved frcm duty. We have heard no 
cause assigned for the removal, yet fuel posi- 
tive thai it was not for inefficiency or neglect 
of duty. The Captain was indefatigable in 
prosecuting his work for the good ot the city. 
It is due to bis labors that Louisville, ia the 
pfegt four weeks, has been free of the rowdy- 
ism that was so prevalent before.
